Lincoln’s tax collections reflect, of course, pres­ 
ent conditions of employment and good b usiness. 
The close of the fiscal year revealed that 95.23 
per cent of the aggregate levy had b een collected, 
which is 2 per cent more than ever b efore in the 
history of Lincoln. Current taxes and delinquen­ 
cies for the 12 months of the fiscal period amounted 
to $1,036,638.14. 
Apart from the figures, the record throughout 
Neb raska is one providing a sound b asis for con­ 
fidence. 
Taxes in this state are b eing paid, and 
deb ts even more impressively reduced. People are 
putting themselves in position for the post-war 
yeari. That means that if a slackening comes, and 
it appears certain Neb raskans can anticipate some 
necessary adjustments in the post-war period, the 
people will b e in a b etter position to meet such 
emergencies. In the last five years, the individual 
indeb tedness of this state has b een cut down 
measurab ly. Farm mortgages have b een reduced; 
indeb tedness of the Individuals in the cities and 
towns 'has b een slashed. 
Strangely, some of the steps that arouse the 
greatest resentment, in part have made this possi­ 
b le. 
Rationing of commodities, and particularly, 
the Inab ility to purchase many of the comforts and 
conveniences availab le in World war No. 1 have 
enab led people to pay their deb ts and to pay their 
taxes and to accumulate savings.

Now Mr. Dewey is talking ab out representation 
for these small nations. 
It is important, b ut it 
is not exactly the issue at stake at this time. 
The first prob lem in France, in Poland, in Hol­ 
land, in Belgium and in all these other war-torn 
lands is the estab lishment of stab le government. 
Before any of them can participate in peace, stab le 
governments will have to b e re-estab lished within 
their b oundaries. 
That is in itself an enormous 
task. 
France is not united. 
There is Petain and 
the collab orationists: there is De Gualle and the 
Free French. There are husb ands who have b een 
torn from their wives and children; there are 
mothers and wives who have b een removed from 
their husb ands; there are children who have b een 
taken and scattered from their parents. 
Just the 
task of reuniting these families and of placing 
them under one roof in France alone is a huge 
undertaking. 
But b efore governments rise and 
stab ility again is estab lished in these countries, 
that have b een so b rutally treated b y the aggres­ 
sors, peaceful life must return to their homelands. 
There is the transition period when they are re­ 
b uilding themselves.

In the meantime, what of them? 
What con­ 
trib ution—while they are struggling against their 
own physical weakness after years of harsh occu­ 
pation, after complete national collapse—can they 
b e expected to make towards a permanent peace? 
What weight, what authority, what strength actu­ 
ally can they furnish to peace? 
It isn’t a ques­ 
tion of their desires or their peaceful aspirations. 
It is a question of what they can do. Mr. Dewey’s 
seeming lack of appreciation that apart and more 
important than any material contrib ution which 
the United States shall make to enduring peace is 
the vigor of the spiritual devotion it gives to peace. 
Things have happened in this world that could not 
b e anticipated. 
Who thought in the b eginning 
that one of the results of war meant that leader­ 
ship was forced upon the American people, if there 
is to b e any leadership, whether they want it or 
not? 
Britain will not b e the power it was in the 
years ahead. That leadership has come across the 
Atlantic and either we can accept it or reject it, 
as we did in 1918, and rejecting it this time, we 
shall gamb le infinitely more dangerously than we 
did b efore.

It is this lack of realism that is disturb ing many 
people in Neb raska in Mr. Dewey’s discussions of 
the peace. 
They know these nations which he 
mentions must b e shown every consideration in 
the peace that he develops if there is to b e a 
peace. 
They know peace must b e the mass will 
of the world. 
But they also know that these na­ 
tions in all of th'eir terrib le suffering haven’t a 
great deal to give to peace. 
They will b e con­ 
trib uting most if in their weakness from their 
losses of men, and the destruction of their lands, 
they succeed in erecting peaceful governments. 
That will b e their greatest contrib ution to peace. 
The leadership for peace must come from those 
that are strong, those who do not covet others’ 
lands, those that have the vigor and the spiritual 
strength to fight b ravely and courageously for 
justice and » decency. 
That is Uncle Sam. 
He 
alone occupies that position; he asks the territory 
of no people, large or small; b ut he does say that 
all of this sickening b usiness of war has got to 
end and he proposes it shall end. 
That is the fundamental weakness Mr. Dewey 
reveals.

MEDICAL PROBLEM 
OF ' PHANTOM LIMB' 
We must prepare ourselves for 
the sight of many of our young 
friends returning with mutilations 
of one kind or another. The man 
with an amputated leg or arm may 


Since attempts at relief at the 
peripheral site—the stump—have 
failed, the latest research has b een 
to approach the prob lem b y ex­ 
amining the central nervous sys­ 
tem. 
Dr. Guitierrez-M a h o n e y 
treated one patient b y removing 
experience and prob ab ly will tell the part of his b rain which re- 
you of what seems to him a pe­ 
culiar feeling as if the lost limb 
were still there. 
This is known 
as “phantom limb .” 
This is not a new sub ject in 
medical science. After every war 
the world is exposed once more to 
the sad experience of knowing 
ab out it in wholesale quantity. 
Dr. Weir Mitchell, the famous 
novelist doctor of Philadelphia, 
studied the symptom in our Civil 
war soldier casualties, and to 
him we owe most of our knowl­ 
edge of these phenomena. 
In ab out 95 per cent of all cases 
the patient with an amputation 
feels the sensation as if the limb 
were still there. It is due, to the 
fact that the cut nerves are ac­ 
customed to carrying the sensa­ 
tions from the skin and periphery 
of the limb and even if they 
are severed any stimulation of 
them arouses only the same old 
sensations. 
Amputations of the 
arms carry greater conviction. 
Feeling of Ab normality. 
The sensation is usually pain­ 
less. 
But sometimes it is quite 
painful. In such cases there is a 
curling in of the nerve ends in 
healing. 
The sensations b esides pain are 
itching, warmth, throb b ing and 
cramping. 
One very strange feature is 
that the phantom is always felt 
as if it were in exactly the posi­ 
tion it was in at the time of 
amputation. 
Since the b eginning of our pres­ 
ent wartime experience with this 
type of casualty a great deal of 
study has b een put on it b y neu­ 
rological surgeans. 
Up to the 
present the treatment has not 
b een very satisfactory.

The high technical development, of course, re­ 
ferred to Hitler’s mechanized armies, including the 
luftwaffe, tank divisions, the motorcycle regiments 
and utilization of all the means of swift, mechan­ 
ized war movement. 
What did he mean when he spoke of relegating 
any moral b arrier? The statement, in effect, was 
an admission that wanton destruction of property 
and mass murder were elements of the German 
w a r program from the very b eginning. It accounts 
for the wiping out of entire villages. Newspaper 
men generally have b een dub ious of reports of this 
character.

Those Americans who incline to the b elief that 
the collab orationists or quislings of enslaved Euro­ 
pean countries are treated with too great harshness 
b y the patriots of those states when the latter find 
themselves in position to act should b ear in mind 
the fact that their own ancestors were no less se­ 
vere with the Tories of the American revolutionary 
period. 
A considerab le portion of the colonists 
were opposed to separation from England and 
called themselves “loyalists.” 
Those people who persisted in their loyalty 
to Kang George were hated b y the patriots even 
more b itterly than were the soldiers of the king. 
They were ostracized, their houses were b urned 
and their lives made miserab le in other ways. 
When the war was w’on, thousands of these fam­ 
ilies found it impossib le to live longer in this 
country, so they migrated, some of them return­ 
ing to England, b ut more going.to the loyal prov­ 
inces of Canada. Principal port of de.stination for 
those going b y sea was Halifax in Nova Scotia. 
For them it was “Hell or Halifax.” Most of them 
settled in the province of Ontario, where a ime 
monument was erected in their honor.

With the attorney general moving 
quickly from city to city and

this ob viously was impossib le. So 
OWI turned Johnson down. 
Sub mits Speeches. 
Later when Wendell Berge, as­ 
sistant attorney general in charge 
of trust-b usting, left for a series 
of west coast speeches, he took 
the

to sub mit 
his 
speeches in advance to OWI, and 
OWI sent them on to ODT and 
Johnson’s desk. 
When “Rowb oat” saw them, he 
hit the ceiling. He even went to 
the extreme length of demanding 
that Berge make no reference

NOT MEAN
